REQUEST FOR INFORMATION 

Applicant and the assignee of this application are required under 37 CFR 1.105 to provide the following information that the 
examiner has determined is reasonably necessary to the examination of this application. 

In order to adequately assess any potential evidence of non-obviousness, it will be necessary for the examiner to be informed 
whether the zinc rincinoleate-containing composition of claim 2 is a commercially available product or not. If it is, the source of that 
product should be identified, as well as any documentation which would demonstrate when same became available to the public. (For 
instance, if the TEGO® Sorb Cone 50 product disclosed in paragraph [0067] of US Pub. 2003/0199402 Al is in fact the composition 
recited by claim 2, this should be plainly stated on the record). 

Similarly, it will be necessary for the examiner to know whether the specific mixtures of cyclohexyl compounds used in examples 
II (page 29), III (page 30) and IV (page 31) of the instant specification are commercially available products or not. (If these are 
commercially available grades of "VEILEX" products as disclosed, for example, by USP 6,432,891, this should be stated on the 
record.) 

Applicant is reminded that failure to fully reply to this requirement for information will result in a holding of abandonment.
